Rev. R. J. Staats, pastor of the 
Church of God at Warren, Ohio, died 
of a heart attack December 18, 1945. 
He was fifty-one years and nine 
months of age. He had been a licensed 
minister in the Church of God since 
October 6, 1931, and was ordained a 
bishop June 19, 1933. He had served as 
overseer of Pennsylvania and Indiana; 
had pastored several of our leading 
churches, such as East Chattanooga, 
Tenn., Cincinnati, Canton, and War- 
ren, Ohio, and had maintained popu- 
lar religious broadcasts over different 
stations. 

His funeral was conducted by the 
writer, pastor of the Church of God 
at Canton, Ohio, and the body laid to 
rest in Westlawn Cemetery at Canton. 

Brother Staats committed his body 
and his soul, his present and his fu- 
ture, into the hands of the Lord whom 
he loved and trusted, and was always 
ready to accept His will whatever that 
might be. If further services awaited 
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him here, it was well; if promoted to 
higher services, it was better. 


I have enjoyed a great privilege in 
his acquaintance. My faith in him was 
never shattered. The great spiritual 
varieties of the other world were very 
real to him. His faith penetrated the 
visible form of things and grasped the 
invisible. God and Christ and heaven 
and eternal life were as actual as his 
own personal identity. I witnessed all 
this day by day and heard his tri- 
umphant words of love, hope, and joy, 
and in my memory I can always see 
him in conventions, in Assemblies, 
prayer conferences, and other meet- 
ings. If he could be here today, I as- 
sure you he could testify that he died 
in the faith and in the doctrine which 
he preached for these many years. His 
only hope and ambition in life was liv- 
ing and doing for others. His ability, 
fidelity, consecration, and missionary 
zeal pled for evangelizing the world. 
His wisdom, his sympathy, his tender- 
ness, and sweetness of temper have 
been set forth in those noble tributes 
to which we have listened. I have be- 
held the glory of the Lord reflecting 
on the face of His servant. To us it 
seemed hard that a man of his abil- 
ity, so full of hope and ambition, so 
richly equipped for service with such 
resources of mind and heart, should 
be called away. 


Friends, such as this man, never die. 
The death of such a man is but the 
unloosening of his power. It is not 
defeat or collapse, but achievement. I 
don’t know how far and wide the fame 
of this man will ring, nor what the 
world’s estimate of him will be, but 
this I know, that he was a great and 
good man in the sight of God, and 
the work he did, the words he spoke, 
the character he built, and the influ- 
ence he wielded will never die. He was 
known throughout the entire. Church 
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of God and loved by his many, many 
friends and ministers of the Word. The 
State of Ohio has lost one of its best 
pastors and the Church of God has 
lost a faithful worker, a great minis- 
ter.

Prayer means intercession and sup- 
plication. The word “intercession” 
means the act of interceding and 
meditation. The word “supplication” 
means humble and earnest prayer or 
entreaty.

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Should We Pay Cithes Coday Y

Glancing at Nehemiah 13:10, we see 
where the people failed to bring in 
their tithes with the result that the 
Levites and singers fled from their 
work and the house of God was for- 
saken. Pastors today are leaving the 
ministry because the churches are 
starving them. Such work as that is 
a disgrace upon the church, works a 
hardship on the pastor, and will bring 
down a curse upon those responsible. 
When Nehemiah saw the situation, he 
went to the rulers and asked why the 
house of God was forsaken. We need 
a million men today with the ability 
and backbone to go to our church 
rulers and open their eyes so that 
they can get a vision of what the 
church needs today instead of stand- 
ing around talking about what the 
church is going to do sometime way 
out in the dreamy future. There is 
today a multitude of men running 
around over the world telling the peo- 
ple what the church is going to do at 
some remote time and that God’s plan 
will be carried out whether we work 
at it or not. If those men had a good 
supply of wisdom, knowledge, and a 
good understanding, they would not 
preach that ignorant doctrine, be- 
cause they are not only bringing 
chaos upon themselves but they are 
damning the souls, minds, and bodies 
of those who hear them. That kind 
of food is good for the devil to feed 
to the congregation. The devil will 
tell the people that God will bring His 
program to pass in due time whether 
they work or not, and then they will 
sit down, go to sleep, backslide, dry 
up, and go to hell. If those men had 
a good Bible education, they would be 
out preaching the full gospel just as 
it is written, and thereby keep souls 
out of hell. 

When Nehemiah finished talking to 
the rulers, he gathered together the 
Levites and the singers and set them 
in their places. When this was done, 
all Judah brought in their tithes. We 
see what people will do for the house 
of God when they hear the proper 
kind of doctrine. May the Lord bring 
the people out of their lethargy. One 
of the great drawbacks in the church 
today is that the church officials do 
not have the boldness, training, and 
dynamic energy to teach, exhort, and 
use the proper disciplinary methods 
in church management. As long as 
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church officials fail to measure up to 
Paul’s requisite which he sent to 
Timothy, just so long will the church 
drag God’s name through the mire of 
iniquity. Another factor in the deci- 
sion of the church is that the church 
officials lack the boldness to enforce 
the church rules and regulations so 
that the church might be kept on a 
high plane. When a member is taken 
into the church he promises to pay 
tithes. When and if that member 
fails to pay tithes he has told a lie; 
when he tells a lie, he ceases to be a 
Christian; when he ceases to be a 
Christian, he becomes a sinner, and 
a sinner has no right to be in the 
church, according to the fifth chapter 
of 1 Corinthians. According to Mat- 
thew 23:23, we are commanded to pay 
tithes during the Church Age. Some 
tell us that tithing went out of date 
when Jesus was born, but my Bible 
does not say tithing was a thing of 
the past at the close of the Mosaic 
Law. There is no excuse for a Chris- 
tian to become confused about paying 
tithes today, because the Bible is so 
plain that it is impossible to make a 
mistake on that subject. 

Now turn with me to Malachi, if you 
please. Malachi, being the last of the 
prophets, it seems God was telling the 
Jews through him what a failure they 
had been. Malachi was giving the 
Jews their final warning and was re- 
hearsing their past deeds. The chil- 
dren of Israel were an unruly people 
from the Exodus to the close of the 
Mosaic Law. In the first part of the 
book, Malachi is reproving the priests 
and the people for their wickedness, 
and in the last part of the book we 
see that the Jews are promised a 
blessing. The Jews were taught to 
obey at home and also taught to obey 
the civil and canonical law. In order 
to obey the canonical law, the Jews 
had to pay tithes. 

When a Jew reached the age of 
thirteen, he was supposed to know the 
Pentateuch and the Mishnah. In Mal- 
achi 3:8, we see that the Jews robbed 
God of that which belonged to Him. 
When man robs God he can expect to 
be cursed with a curse. The primary 
cause of man’s present plight is that 
he has been and is robbing God of His 
money. We know this is true by read- 
ing Malachi 3:11. Even the carnal 
man knows that tithing is proper and 
he also knows God will bless all who 
pay their tithes unto God. Malachi 
3:10 tells us where to bring our tithes 
and God tells us what He will do for 


us if we bring our tithes into the 
storehouse. There is no way for a 
Christian to make a mistake about 
tithing unless he wants to make it, 
because the Scripture is plain enough 
for any Christian to understand the 
subject of tithing. 

Now preacher, teacher, student, 
scholar, or whoever you may be, I will 
point you to one verse of scripture 
which was spoken by the Son of God 
Himself, and the church will have a 
hard time in making God believe His 
Son made a mistake. This verse is 
found in Matthew 23:23. It precludes 
all theories about tithing going out of 
date at the close of the Mosaic Law. 
The Pharisees were strict in their 
ways of living and they put tithing 
before faith and then boasted about 
the tithes they paid. One day Jesus 
was reproving the Pharisees regarding 
the way they lived and He told them 
just what they did, and when He told 
them what they did not do, He told 
them that they should have done 
those things and paid their tithes 
also. The commandment to pay tithes 
has never been revoked, and there- 
fore the commandment is still effec- 
tive. God says His Word endureth for- 
ever and that means that when God 
gives a commandment, that command- 
ment is forever effective unless He 
Himself abrogates it. 

We will now see what Paul says 
about paying tithes when he wrote to 
the Christian Jews in the church at 
Jerusalem. Relative to Hebrews 7: 
6-9, in Levi paying tithes in Abraham, 
we have brought to us the thought of 


imputation. The principal argument. 


is the superiority of the priesthood of 
Christ over the Aaronic priesthood. 
Then Melchisedec is taken as a type 
of Christ as our high priest and is 
shown to be superior to Abraham and 
to the Levitical priesthood, so much 
so that since Abraham, the father of 
the priesthood, paid tithes to Mel- 
chisedec, in him the Levitical priest- 
hood paid tithes. 

There is no scripture to the effect 
that we do not have to pay tithes dur- 
ing the Church Age, and anyone who 
preaches that doctrine, preaches a 
man-made doctrine. If we will not 
wrest the scripture, we will not meet 
with destruction. 

It is a sad truth that any kind of 
doctrine will enlist a multitude of dis- 
ciples who will accept the doctrine 
without a question as to whether it is 
a sound doctrine. There are those

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VI. When Are We Made Holy? 


As far as our transgression, or sins 
are concerned, when we are born 
again, 1 John 3:9, “WHOSOEVER IS 
BORN OF GOD DOTH NOT COMMIT 
SIN, FOR HIS SEED REMAINETH 
IN HIM; AND HE CANNOT SIN, BE- 
CAUSE HE IS BORN OF GOD.” There- 
fore, if he cannot sin he must of neces- 
sity have been delivered or set apart 
from sin (made holy, but not entirely 
sanctified). So, he cannot commit lit- 
tle sins, big sins, or inherited sin, be- 
cause, according to this scripture, he 
is out of the sinning business. Yes, 
the Holy Writ declares this; hence, 
he is holy. Heb. 12:14, “FOLLOW 
PEACE WITH ALL MEN, AND HOLI- 
NESS (original text: Sanctification) 
WITHOUT WHICH NO MAN SHALL 
SEE THE LORD.” This is a plain, 
positive statement, that absolutely 
without HOLINESS (OR SANCTIFI- 
CATION) NO MAN CAN .SEE THE 
LORD. Therefore, if he is not sancti- 
fied as far as sin is concerned, when 
he is born again, or regenerated, THE 
NEW BIRTH MEANS ABSOLUTELY 
NOTHING, for remember, WITHOUT 
HOLINESS NO MAN SHALL SEE THE 
LORD. Therefore, those who are born 
again, if not holy are in danger of 
hell fire. Eph. 4:24, “And that ye 
put on the new man, which after God 
is created IN RIGHTEOUSNESS AND 
TRUE HOLINESS (SANCTIFICA- 
TION). According to the Scripture, 
when do we put on the new man? Of 
course, when we are regenerated, or 
born again. The word “regenerate” 
means to produce anew, or renovate, 
according to Strong’s Exhaustive Con- 
cordance. Then, when we are regen- 
erated we put off the old man and 
put on the new. According to the 
above mentioned scripture, true holi- 
ness begins with the new man. In 
other words, if we are not made new, 
we are still old; and if we are still 
the old man with the sinful nature, 
we are still lost. It simply takes true 
holiness to make us new, and true 
holiness is certainly SANCTIFICA- 


TION. 

Vil. When Are We in Christ? 

Of course, when we are born again. 
If not, we are lost, for out of Christ 
there is no _ salvation. Acts 4:12, 
“NEITHER IS THERE SALVATION IN 
ANY OTHER.” Then, if we do not get 
in Christ at the new birth, we do not 
have salvation. St. John 15:5, “I AM 
THE VINE, YE ARE THE BRANCHES; 
HE THAT ABIDETH IN ME, AND I IN 
HIM, THE SAME BRINGETH FORTH 
MUCH FRUIT: FOR WITHOUT ME 
YE CAN DO NOTHING.” So, if we are 
not in Christ, we are nothing, and 
surely no one dare say, or even think, 
that the new birth is nothing; then, 
those who are in Christ are new crea- 
or a new creation, “OLD 
THINGS ARE PASSED AWAY, BE- 
HOLD ALL THINGS ARE BECOME 
NEW.” Yes, a new heart, a new mind, 
a new nature, a new song, because old 
things are gone, 2 Cor. 5:17. Not even 
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the sin principle is left in us. “Prin- 
ciple” means that from which any- 
thing proceeds, a source or origin, an 
original cause. Then, if “principle” 
means the source from which a thing 
proceeds, if sin is taken away in the 
new birth, and we become a new crea- 
tion, then the original cause or source 
is gone. Naturally, the question will 
arise, When do we become Christ’s? 
Of course, when we are converted, or 
born again. The Apostle Paul says in 
Gal. 5:24, “And they that are Christ’s 
have crucified the flesh with the affec- 
tions and lust.” So there is a cruci- 
fixion of the old man that takes place 
in the new birth or regeneration. Thus, 
the Bible teaches. 


Vill. What the Minutes of the 
Church of God Says 


Under the caption “Acts and Teach- 
ings of the Church of God Which Are 
Now in Vogue,” the question is asked, 
“When one is born of God or regen- 
erated, is he holy?” The answer is, 
“He that is born of God does not com- 
mit sin, 1 John 3:9. He is, therefore, 
holy to that extent.” The above is what 
is recorded in our Minutes, therefore, 
according to our Minutes, or teachings 
of our church, when one is born of 
God or regenerated, he is holy (sanc- 
tified) to the extent that he does not 
commit sin. If he does not commit 
sin, he most certainly has received an 
experience of holiness, or sanctifica- 
tion without which no man shall see 
the Lord. However, this is the phase 
of sanctification that we receive dur- 
ing our changeover from sin to right- 
eousness, from Satan’s kingdom to the 
kingdom of God’s dear Son, Col. 1:13. 
Yea, from darkness to light, from 
bondage to freedom, from condemna- 
tion to justification, from sin to holi- 
ness, from death to life; then when I 
say a degree of sanctification is 
wrought in the new birth, or regen- 
eration, I am absolutely in harmony 
with the sacred Bible and with the 
teachings of the Church of God. 


WESLEYAN Doctrine: According to 
the International Standard Bible En- 
cyclopedia, Vol. IV, under the subject 
of “Sanctification”: “Christian perfec- 
tion through entire sanctification by 
faith here and now, was one of the 
doctrines by which John Wesley gave 
great offence to his clerical brethren 
in the Anglican Church. From the 
beginning of his work in 1739-1760 he 
was formulating this doctrine; at the 
last date there suddenly arose a large 
number of witnesses among his fol- 
lowers. Many of these he questioned 
with Baconian skill, the results being 
a confirmation of his theory on vari- 
ous points. In public addresses he 
used the terms Christian perfection, 
perfect love, and holiness as synony- 
mous, though there are differences 
between them when examined critical- 
ly. With St. Paul he taught THAT 
ALL REGENERATED PERSONS, OR 
SAINTS, i. e., holy ones, as the word 
“saint” from Latin “sanctus” through 
the Norman—Fr.: signifies (1 Cor. 1:2; 
2 Cor.1:1) HIS THEORY IS THAT IN

THE NORMAL CHRISTIAN THE 
PRINCIPLE OF HOLINESS, BEGIN- 
NING WITH THE NEW BIRTH, 
GRADUALLY EXPANDS AND 
STRENGTHENS AS THE BELIEVER 
GROWS IN GRACE AND IN THE 
KNOWLEDGE OF THE TRUTH, TILL, 
BY A FINAL, ALL-SURRENDERING 
FAITH IN CHRIST, IT REACHES 
AN INSTANTANEOUS COMPLETION 
THROUGH THE ACT OF THE HOLY 
SPIRIT, THE SANCTIFIER.” 

WESLEY’S PERSONAL TESTI- 
MONY: “On March 6, 1760, Wesley 
entered in his journal the following 
testimony of one Elizabeth Longmore: 
‘I felt my soul was all love, I was so 
stayed on God as I had never felt 
before, and I knew that I loved Him 
with all my heart, and the witness that 
God HAD SAVED ME FROM ALL MY 
SINS grew clearer every hour. I never 
since found my heart wandering from 
God. NOW THIS IS WHAT I AL- 
WAYS DID, AND DO NOW, MEAN BY 
PERFECTION. This, I believe, many 
have attained, on the same evidence 
that I believe many are JUSTIFIED. 
We have Wesley’s only recorded testi- 
mony to his own JUSTIFICATION in 
these words (May 24, 1738): “I felt 
my HEART STRANGELY WARMED 
AND AN ASSURANCE WAS GIVEN 
THAT HE HAD TAKEN AWAY MY 
SINS.” a 

So, the interpretation placed upon 
Wesley’s doctrine by many, that the 
principle of sin is left in a person 
after he is regenerated, or born 
again, according to his own testimony 
and the testimony of others recorded 
in Wesley’s Journal, and what we find 
in the International Standard Bible 
Encyclopedia, is absolutely wrong. 
And, to the contrariwise, he (Wesley) 
taught that holiness, or sanctification, 
had its beginning in the new birth 
and continued until entire sanctifica- 
tion was experienced. 


IX. Sanctification Subsequent 
to Justification 


After we are born again, or regen- 
erated, we are still HUMAN BEINGS, 
thus natural beings. It is by no means 
sinful to be natural. 1 Cor. 9:11, “If we 
have sown unto you spiritual things, 
it is no great thing if we reap your 
CARNAL (natural) things.” In some 
instances, when the Bible speaks of 
carnal things it is speaking of natural 
things, but not sinful; but because we 
are left in our natural state after 
conversion, we are subject to our pas- 
sions and temptations. James 5:17, 
“Elias was a man subject to like PAS- 
SIONS as we are.” Note: James placed 
himself in the same category with 
Elias concerning passions. James 4:7, 
“Resist (we may resist by deeper con- 
secration to God) the devil and he 
will flee from you.” It would be well 
to remember, that before we can 
really resist, we must have had an ex- 
perience (born again) or help from 
God. Jesus said (St. John 6:44), “No 
man cometh to me, except the Father 
which hath sent me, draw him.” It is 
God (and no man).that draws us to 
His Son. Jesus also said, St. John 15:5, 
“I am the vine, ye are the branches; 
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he that abideth in me, and I in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit; 
FOR WITHOUT ME YE CAN DO 
NOTHING.” Then, also, we are told 
in Eph. 2:8-10, “For by grace are ye 
saved, through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: IT IS THE GIFT OF 
GOD; not of works, lest any man 
should boast. FOR ARE HIS 
WORKMANSHIP, CREATED IN 
CHRIST.” 

First, God draws a man to Jesus, 
His Son, then the man confesses his 
sins and believes on Jesus. Then, God, 
for Christ’s sake, does the work (we 
are His workmanship). Hence, we 
can resist by walking in the light. 
Prov. 4:18, “But the path of the just 
is as the shining light, that shineth 
more and more unto the perfect day.” 
Col. 2:6, “As ye have therefore re- 
ceived Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk 
ye in him.” According to this scrip- 
ture, we cannot walk in Christ until 
we are in Him, and we well remember 
that in Him is light and no darkness, 
no sin, but the light of holiness; for 
Christ is our sanctification and re- 
demption. 1 Cor. 1:30, “But of him 
ye are in Christ Jesus, who of God is 
made unto us wisdom, and righteous- 
ness, and SANCTIFICATION, and re- 
demption.” Gal. 5:17, “For the flesh 
lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh (natural): 
and these are contrary the one to the 
other; so that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would.” 

The above scriptures are speaking of 
Christian people. There were some 
things for them to overcome, some to 
resist, and some things they would like 
to do that they could not do. There- 
fore, they needed extra power, or an 
extra experience to do them, and not 
to do other things. The apostle’ de- 
clares, 1 Cor. 9:27, “BUT I KEEP MY 
BODY UNDER, AND BRING IT INTO 
SUBJECTION; lest by any means, 
WHEN I HAVE PREACHED TO OTH- 
ERS I MYSELF SHOULD BE A CAST- 
AWAY.” We all know the Apostle 
Paul had been gloriously and wonder- 
fully regenerated prior to this writ- 
ing, and was HOLY, yet he was having 
to keep his body under, therefore he 
needed something else to give him 
that indispensable power to overcome. 
There was only one way for him to 
do this and that was by and through 
consecration, or sanctification, to the 
will of God rather than to the will of 
his own body (the natural). This ex- 
perience he understood, and spake of 
it in the 12th chapter of Romans, 
verses 1 and 2, “I beseech you there- 
fore, brethren (Christians), by the 
mercies of God, THAT YE PRESENT 
YOUR BODIES A LIVING SACRIFICE, 
HOLY (SANCTIFIED) , ACCEPTABLE 
UNTO GOD, which is YOUR REASON- 
ABLE SERVICE.” Note: This is some- 
thing WE ARE TO DO, IN THAT HE 
SAID: “YE PRESENT YOUR BODIES,” 
thus it is a matter of consecration, OR 
SANCTIFICATION, on our part. 
Therefore, this is an experience (sanc- 
tification) through faith in the blood 
that we as Christians obtain subse- 
quent to justification, and it is in- 
stantaneous, and it happens the 
moment we WHOLLY AND COM- 
PLETELY PUT OUR ALL ON THE 
ALTAR FOR GOD. After this, an in- 
dividual is ready to receive the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost, when he 
reaches this point, and is not ready

until he does this. , 

Thousands who claim to have been 
sanctified wholly have not as yet re- 
ceived their baptism with the Holy 
Ghost because they have failed to 
actually consecrate their all unto God. 
It is God’s good pleasure to fill with 
the Holy Ghost when we are ready 
for it. 1 Thess. 4:3, 4, “For this is the 
will of God, even your sanctification, 
THAT YE SHOULD ABSTAIN FROM 
FORNICATION. THAT. EVERY ONE 
OF YOU SHOULD KNOW HOW TO 
POSSESS HIS VESSEL IN SANCTIFI- 
CATION AND HONOR.” Note also 
that these scriptures prove very con- 
clusively that this sanctification spok- 
en of here is sanctification or conse- 
cration on our part in that the apostle 
says: “YOUR SANCTIFICATION” and 
that they were “TO ABSTAIN FROM 
FORNICATION,” and that they should 
“KNOW HOW TO POSSESS THEIR 
BODIES IN SANCTIFICATION,” of 
course, through faith in that precious 
blood that would help them to con- 
secrate themselves to the will of God. 
This scripture does not mean that they 
were sinners in any sense of the word. 
The apostle is just warning them how 
to go on with God and keep them- 
selves from evil. Not everywhere in 
the Scripture that sanctification is 
spoken of does it have reference to 
taking away sin. In many places it 
has reference to the act of consecra- 
tion on our part, which is a phase of 
entire sanctification. 

We are told in the Bible that God 
sanctified His Son and sent Him into 
the world, St. John 10:36. We all 
know that He (Jesus) had no sin in 
Him. Although this is true, He also 
said of Himself, “I sanctify myself,” 
St. John 17:19. He did not sanctify 
Himself TO RID HIMSELF OF SIN, 
BECAUSE HE HAD NONE, but he con- 
secrated Himself to the will of His 
Father, St. John 5:30. So, therefore, 
we as God’s sons and daughters are 
to have an experience of SANCTIFI- 
CATION, AFTER WE ARE BORN 
AGAIN AND BECOME CHRISTIANS. 

In the 17th chapter of St. John, 
beginning with the 16th verse, speak- 
ing of His disciples, He says, “They 
are not of the world even as I am 
not of the world.” By this we know 
they ABSOLUTELY HAD NO SIN IN 
THEM, INASMUCH AS HE SAID, 
“THEY ARE NOT OF THE WORLD, 
EVEN AS I AM NOT OF THE WORLD,” 
therefore, placing them in the same 
category with Himself. Hence, they 
were free from sin and were holy; yet 
He said in the very next breath in the 
17th verse, “SANCTIFY THEM 
THROUGH THY TRUTH, thy word is 
truth.” They did not need sanctifica- 
tion to take away sin, or the sin prin- 
ciple; this had already been done, be- 
cause they were AS THEIR LORD. 
He had just said they were not of the 
world even as He was not of the world, 
but this was to be a matter of con- 
secration or sanctification unto the 
will of God, that they might be one, 
set apart to go out into the world to 
preach His Word and to have power 
to overcome sin in the form of temp- 
tations. He also said in the 18th verse, 
“As thou hast sent me into the world, 
even so have I sent them into the 
world.” The 19th verse, “And for their 
sake I sanctify MYSELF, that they 
may also be sanctified through the 
truth.” The 20th verse, “Neither pray 


I for these alone, but for them also 
which shall believe on me through 
their words.” Hence, as He sanctified 
Himself and prayed for the sanctifica- 
tion of His immediate disciples, He 
also prayed for the sanctification of 
all those who would believe on them 
through their words. 

In the 15th chapter of St. John, 2nd 
verse, “EVERY BRANCH IN ME THAT 
BEARETH NOT FRUIT HE TAKETH 
AWAY; AND EVERY BRANCH THAT 
BEARETH FRUIT HE PURGETH 
(sanctifieth by pruning—to free from 
anything superfluous or overabundant, 
Webster) THAT IT MIGHT BRING 
FORTH MORE FRUIT.” This was not 
because they had had sin in them, 
because He plainly states, “EVERY 
BRANCH IN ME.” Nothing can be 
in Christ that is sinful. 1 John 3:6,7, 
“WHOSOEVER ABIDETH IN HIM 
SINNETH NOT, WHOSOEVER SIN- 
NETH HATH NOT SEEN HIM NEITH- 
ER KNOWN HIM. LITTLE CHILDREN, 
L NO MAN DECEIVE YOU, HE 
THAT DOETH RIGHTEOUSNESS IS 
RIGHTEOUS EVEN AS HE IS RIGHT- 
EOUS.” This cleansing or pruning 
that is mentioned in the 15th chap- 
ter of St. John simply means if we 
yield ourselves unto the power of the 
Word of Truth, He will, by that Word 
of Truth, which is sharper than any 
two-edged sword, Heb. 4:12, CUT 
AWAY FROM US THE SUPERFLU- 
OUS OR UNNECESSARY NATURAL 
THINGS BY PRUNING, AS THE 
PRUNER TAKES AWAY THE UNNEC- 
ESSARY BRANCHES FROM THE 
VINE, BUT NOT NECESSARILY IM- 
PURE BRANCHES. BECAUSE those 
branches have been drawing THEIR 
SUBSTANCE FROM CHRIST, WHICH 
IS THE TRUE VINE, HENCE NOTH- 
ING OF AN IMPURE NATURE COULD 
COME FROM HIM OR BE IN HIM, 
THE TRUE VINE. For proof—Rom, 
11:16 says, “If the firstfruit be holy 
(sanctified) the lump is also holy 
(sanctified) : and if the root (Christ) 
BE HOLY, SO ARE THE BRANCHES” 
(FOLLOWERS). This proves conclu- 
sively that the branches which are in 
Christ ARE ABSOLUTELY HOLY, AS 
FAR AS SIN NATURE IS CONCERNED. 
Then, we are emphatically told in the 
15th chapter of St. John that Christ 
is the vine or root. Then we are 
told by the Apostle Paul in the 
llth chapter of Romans, verse 
16, “If the root or vine is holy, the 
branches are also holy. Jesus tells us 
that we are the branches. Now remem- 
ber, we would not, as branches, be 
pruned before we are in Christ. Then 
if Christ could have an experience o 
sanctification, John 17:19, AS PURE 
AND HOLY AS HE WAS, surely we as 
Christians can have an experience of 
sanctification without the purpose of 
taking away the sin principle. 


X. Entire Sanctification 


1 Thess. 5:23, “And the very God 
of peace sanctify you wholly (en- 
tirely); and I pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Entire sanctification is 
a Bible doctrine, hence possible. But 
I would like to say here that truly 
it means much to be entirely sancti- 
fied. Those who are entirely sancti- 
fied will absolutely have no trace of 
such things as jealousy, strife, envy,

who will swallow most anything they 
read or hear and never question its 
veracity. This condition arises from 
the fact that the people who do those 
things do not know the Bible and are 
trying to get through on what the 
other fellow says. The writer has 
been a Sunday School and Bible 
teacher and it was appalling to see 
what little interest those class mem- 
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bers took in the Bible and in the Sun- 
day School lessons. Many of these 
class members were business men and 
men of wealth and learning, and 
many of them were both men and 
women of various ages and stations in 
life. 

Another great drawback in the 
church today is that the clergy will 
not preach nor enforce the full gospel, 
including tithing. Neither will the 
clergy nor the church officials en- 
force what little doctrine is preached 
in the church. When this condition 
arises in a church, the members 
therein are heading for stagnation, 
which will, in a short time, drive the 
members into a mental and spiritual 
lethargy. The good or bad condition 
of a church begins at the pulpit, be- 
cause that is where the congrega- 
tional food flows from to the church 
members. However, sometimes a con- 
gregation has been starved so long 
and has become so deeply immersed 
in spiritual stupidity, that it may be 





impossible for any minister to bring 
them to life without much prayer and 
faith. 

There is no excuse for any Christian 
who has an income to fail to pay 
tithes if he reads the Bible as he 
should, and if he does not read it he 
will not remain a Christian very long. 
The writer has heard Christians say, 
“T believe in paying tithes, but I just 
can’t get around to it.” The reason 
they just “can’t get round to it” is be- 
cause they do not want to get round 
to it. But those Christians manage 
to get round to their jobs when they 
have a job. There would be more 
people with jobs and far less crop 
failures if all Christians paid tithes as 
they should. 

There is no scripture to substantiate 
the doctrine that we do not have to 
pay tithes during the Gentile Age. 
Neither is there any scripture to sub- 
stantiate the doctrine that the pastor 
is not entitled to the tithes until the 
tithes are placed in his hands.
